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Spain's Foreign Minister 
in a Rage, 


Duke of Tetuan Boxes the Ears 
Of Senator Comas. 


The Liberals Demand That He 
Give Satisfaction. 


Offending Party and Offended Choose 
Seconds for a Duel—Shocking 
Story of Spanish Cruelty—Cuaban 
Leader Dragged to Death, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MADRID, May 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Duke of Tetuan, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has resigned as a re- 
sult of the incident in the Senate today 
when he boxed the ears of Senator Co- 
mas, 

Sefior Canovas, the Premier, will take 
the portfolio ad interim. The Liberals 
of the Senate have decided to attend no 
more sessions of the Senate until full 
satisfaction has been accorded to Sen- 
ator Comas and the Liberal party by 
the Duke of Tetuan. 

1 a.m.—The Duke of Tetuan and 
Senator Comas have selected seconds as 
a preliminary to a duel. 

Two a.m.—The seconds of the Duke 
of Tetuan and Senator Comas have de- 
cided that, as the aggressions were 
reciprocal, a duel is not necessary. 

[Senator Comas probably Prof. 


Comas, who, in June last, in the 
Spanish Senate, supported the amend- 
ment to the address asking that 


treaties with the United States might 
be cancelled on the ground that they 
were a source of constant danger to 
the peace of Spain and the United 
States. He made speech bitterly as- 
sailing the United States and welcom- 
ing a conflict, which he looked upon 
as inevitable.} . 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

MADRID, May 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1897.] 
The exciting incident which culminated 
im a-free fight was provoWed by the 
‘statement of the Duke of Tetuan that 
Senator Sagasta’s speech the other day 
to the Liberals had contributed to bring 
about the vote in the American Senate. 

Gen. Luis Pando said: “The thing 
now happening is due to the cowardice 
and feebleness of the government.” 

Senator Comas said: ; 
cuss that tomorrow.” 


“We will discuss it,” replied the Duke 
of Tetuan, “but I will accept dictation 
from nobody.” 

“Nor I either,” retorted Senator Co- 
mas at the top of his voice. 

At this point the Duke of Tetuan, pale 
with excitement, boxed both ears of 
Senator Comas and felled him to the 
floor. Thereon Senator Comas struck 
the Duke a heavy blow with his fist. 
Several Senators intervened, and a 
general scuffle ensued, with great con- 
fusion, and it was some time before or- 
der was restored. 

The Duke of Tetuan tendered his res- 
ignation immediately after the incident. 
It is believed that he misunderstood 
the reply of Senator Comas, as he is 
regarded as an extremely courteous 
and honorable man. 

Senator Comas is a professor in the 
University of Madrid, and is held in 
high esteem in scholastic and political 
circles. 

Sefior Canovas, Sefior Sagasta and 
the President of the Senate had a long 
conference on the subject of the affray 
this evening, but all are reserved. 

The Senate resumed its session this 
evening, but no reference was made to 
the incident. It adjourned at 10 o’clock, 
after which the immediate witnesses 
deliberated with the seconds of the 
Duke of Tetuan and Senator Comas for 
an hour before the seconds decided that 
under the code duello, a duel was un- 
necessary. 


HIS MAJESTY’S GRATIFICATION, 


Minister de Lome’s Reply to Secre. 
tary Olmey’s Note. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The reply 
of Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Min- 
ister, to the offer made by Secretary 
Olney of mediation made on behalf 
of this government, contains the fol- 
lowing language, indicative of the at- 
titude of the last administration: 

“The government of His Majesty ap- 
preciates to its full value the noble 
frankness with which that of the 
United States has informed it of the 
very definite opinion it has formed in 
regard to the legal impossibility of 
granting recognition of belligerency to 
the Cuban insurgents. 

“Indeed, those who are now fighting 
in Cuba against the itegrity of the 
Spanish fatherland possess no qualifi- 
cations entitling them to the respect 
or even to the consideration of other 
countries; they do not, as Your Excel- 
lency expresses it, possess any civil 
government organized with a known 
seat, and administration of defined ter- 
ritory, and they have not succeeded in 
permanently occupying any town, 
much less any city large or small. 

“Your Excellency declares in the 
note to which I am now replying, 
with great legal acumen and sponta- 
neity, that it is impossible for the Cu- 
ban insurgents to perform the func- 
tions of a regular government, within 
its own frontiers, and much less to 
exercise the rights and fulfill the obli- 
gations that are incumbent on all the 
members of the family of nations, 
Moreover, the systematic campaign of 
destruction against all the industries

“His Majesty’s government. has no 
less gratification in regard to the spon 
taneous offer on the part of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, but sees 
no advantage in regard to the Cuban 
question, its wish being that the law- 
ful sovereignity of Spain be main- 
ained and even strengthened through 
the submission of the rebels. which, 
as Your Excellency states in your note, 
is of paramount necessity to the Span- 
ish government for the maintenance of 
its honor.”’ 

“While expressing the high gratifica- 
tion,”’ the note continues, “with which 


| His Majesty’s government took. note of 


the emphatic statements which Your 
Excellency was pleased to make in 
your note of the 4th of April with re- 
gard to the sovereignty of Spain and 
the determination of the United States 
not to do anything derogatory to it, 
and acknowledged with pleasure 
the weight they carry, the Duke of 
Tetuan says that nothing else was to 
be expected of the lofty sense of the 
right cherished by the government of 
the United States. 

“It is unnecessary, as Your Excel- 
lency remarks, and in view of so cor- 
rect and friendly an attitude, to dis- 
cuss the hypothesis of intervention, 
as it would be utterly inconsistent with 
the above views. The government of 
His Majesty, the King of Spain, fully 
concurs in the opinion that Your .Ex- 
cellency was pleased to express in re- 
gard to the future of*the island in the 
event, which cannot and shall not be, 
of the insurrection in its triumph. 

“There can be no greater accuracy 
of judgment than that displayed by 
Your Excellency, and as you said with 
great reason, such a termination of the 
conflict would be looked upon with the 
most serious misgivings, even by the 
most enthusiastic advocates of popular 
government; because, as remarked by 
Your Excellency, with the hetrogenious 
combination of races that exist there, 
the disappearance of Spain would be 
the disappearance of the only bond of 
union which can keep them in balance, 
and an unavoidable struggle among the 
men of different color, contrary to the 
spirit of Christian civilization, would 
supervene. 

“The Spanish government is aware 
of the fact that, far from having justice 
done on both sides, there are many 
persons, obviously deceived by inces- 
sant slanders, who honestly believe that 
a ferocious despotism preails in our 
Antilles, instead of one of the most 
liberal political systems in the world, 
being enjoyed there now, as well as be- 
fore the outbreak of the insurrection. 

“The government of His Majesty and 
the people of Spain wish, and even long 
for speedy pacification in Cuba. In or- 
der to secure it they are ready to 
exert their best efforts, and at the same 
time to adopt such reforms as may be 
useful or necessary and compatible, of 
course, with their inalienable sover- 
eignty as soon as the submission of the 
insurgents be accomplished. 

“The Minister of State (the Duke of 
Tetuan) while directing me to bring to 
the knowledge of Your Excellency the 
foregoing views, instructs me to re- 
mark how pleased he was to observe 
that his opinion on this point also 
agrees with yours. No oncé is more 
fully aware of the serious evils suf- 
fered by the Spaniards and aliens in 
consequence of the insurrection than 
the government of His Majesty. It 

ealized the immense 


injury, inflipted | 


on Spain by the putting forth, with 
the unanimous coiperation and appro- 
bation of her people, of such efforts as 
were never before made in America oF 
by an European country. It knows at 
the same time that the interests from 
the insurgent system of devastation, 
but if the insurrection should triumph 
the interests of all would not merely 
suffer but would entirely and forever 
disappear amid the madness of perpet- 
ual anarchy. It has already been said 
that, in order to prevent evils of such 
magnitude, the Cabinet of Madrid does 
not and will not confine itself exclu- 
sively to the employment of armed 
forces. 

“The foregoing facts, being better 
known every day, will make it patent 
to the fair people of other nations that 
Spain, far from proving that her sub- 
jects in the West Indies should return 
to a regime unfit for the time when 
she enjoys such liberal laws, would 
never have withheld these same laws 
from the island had it not been for 
the increasing separatist conspiracies 
which compel her to look above all 
self-defense. The government of His 
Majesty most heartily thanks that of 
the United States for the kind advice 
it bestows upon Spain, but it wishes to 
state that Your Excellency will readily 
see that it has been forestalling it for 
a long time past. It follows, therefore, 
as a matter of course, that it will com- 
ply with it in a practical manner as 
soon as circumstances makes it possi- 
ble. 

“Your Excellency will have seen, nev- 
ertheless, how the announcement of 
this concurrenee of views has been re- 
ceived. It is evident that no success 
would attend such mediation, which 
they repel, even admitting that the 
mother country would condescend to 
treat with its rebellious subjects as 
one power with another, thus surely 
jeopardizing its future authority, de- 
tracting from its national dignity, and 
impairing its independence, for which 
it has at all times shown such great 
earnestness, as history teaches. In 
brief, there is no effectual way to pacify 
Cuba. unless it begins with the actual 
submission of the armed rebels to the 
mother country. Notwithstanding this, 
the government of the United States 
could, by the use of proper means, con- 
tribute greatly to the pacification of 
the island of Cuba. 

“The constant violations of interna- 
tional law in its territory is especially 
manifested on the part of the Cuban 
emigrants. who care nothing for the 
losses suffered in the meanwhile by 
the citizens of the United States and 
of Spain through the prolongation of 
war. The Spanish government, on its 
part, has done much, and will do more 
every day in order to achieve such 
desirable end, by endeavoring to cor- 
rect the mistakes of public opinion in 
the United States, and by exposing 
the plots of its rebellious subjects. 

“While having the honcr of bringing, 
by order of the government of His 
Majesty, the foregoing declarations to 
the knowledge of Your Excellency, I 
improve this opportunity for reiterat- 
ing, Mr. Secretary, the assurance of 
my highest consideration.

Premier Canovas Replies Guardedly 
to Questions Concerning It. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
MADRID, May 21.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Sefior Morely Prendergast, a 
former Minister, asked the government 
on behalf of the Liberals in the Cham- 


ber. of Deputies today to submit all, 


the papers relating to the rebellion in 
Cuba, and to the diplomatic relations 
of Spain with the powers. Sefior Can- 
ovas, the Premier, replying, said the 
government could only attach credit to 
such information as was sent by Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler. He severely blamed the 
American newspapers for dissemination 
of false news, and cited as a case in 
point recent statements attributed to 
Consul-General Lee. 

The Premier said: “Spain’s relations 
with other powers continue cordial, but 
the advice which the Americans are of- 
fering us cannot be followed, because 
Spain will never accept any interven- 
tion in a matter which peculiarly con- 
cerns herself.: The documents which 
have been asked for would only refer 
to~this advice: The government has 
accepted full responsibility for every- 
thing which has been done by Capt.- 
Gen. Welyer.”’ 

Sefior Morely Prendergast asked if 
if was true that the United States 
Senate had recognized the belligerency 
of the Cuban insurgents. The Premier 
replied that the report to this effect 
was not a surprise to him, as it was a 
question of creating more difficulties 
for President McKinley, in connection 
with the Tariff Bill. ~ But,-he said, he 
believed President McKinley, like Mr. 
Cleveland, would decide for himself in 
such a matter. 

In the course of his reply to the in- 
terpellation, Sefior Canovas said that. 
the exchanges of opinion between 
Spain and the other European powers 
on the subject of Cuba had always 
been unofficial. The powers had shown 
great reserve in defining their views 
and this attitude had led the govern- 
ment to believe that there were unwill- 
ing to offer any effective intervention 
between Spain and the Uited States. 
The exchange of views had been 
friendly, but Spain had refused the 
proffered mediation. 

Th guaded tone of the Premier in 
regard to the belligerency vote of the 
Senate has made a profound impres- 
sion, but the general opinion in the 
lobbies is that President McKinley and 
Secretary Sherman will not allow the 
Senate to drive them into a _ conflict 
with Spain. 


SHOCKING CRUELTY, 


A Cuban Leader Dragged to Death 
at a Horse’s Heels.

NEW YORK, May 21.—A special to 
the Journal from Havana, from Port 
Tampa, Fla., says: 
~ “A shocking story of Spanish cruelty, 
verified by a consulate representative 
of the United States, comes from Santa 
Clara province. The Cuban leader, 
Charles Aguirre, who was officially an- 
nounced to have been killed by Spanish 
troops under Gen. Obregon in an en- 
gagement near.-Sancti Spiritus, a fort- 
night ago, w&s, as a matter of fact, 
made a prisoner after having been se- 
riously wounded.

The action of the Senate yesterday in 
passing the Morgan joint resolution de- 
claring a state of war im Cuba was re- 
garded as a movement that threatened, 
if carried out to the end, to-interfere 
seriously with efforts of the executive 
branch of the government to accomplish 
something substantial for the Cubans. 

The details of the plan which Presi- 
dent McKinley has in mind have’ not 
yet been disclosed; in fact, it may be 
said that they are subject to arrange- 
ments upon the basis of the latest offl- 
cial information received from Cuba, 
probably from Mr. Calhoun. But it was 
clearly manifested in the Cabinet meet- 
ing today that the President has made 
up his mind to another forward step. 

While, up to this time, he has, as he 
promised in the beginning of his admin- 
istration, confined his efforts largely to 
securing absolute protection for Amer- 
ican citizens in Cuba, he has now come 
to the determination to use his power 
to stop the’bloodshed in the island as 
far as this can be done without involv- 
ing the United States in war. 

There was some talk respecting the 
application of relief measures in favor 
of American citizens in Cuba. It was 
decided the delay of the formal signa- 
ture of the resolution would not neces- 
sarily prevent the immediate applica- 
tion of some money to feeding the peo- 
ple represented as in great distress, as 
the drafts cannot be received before the 
formalities are completed and the reso- 
lution becomes a law. 

Among other matters briefly discussed 
was the full report of the commission 
upon the reservation question, which 
caused so much debate in Congress. No 
action was taken on this subject.

Benito Lopes Executed at Folsom.

TACOMA (Wash.,) May 21.—A single 
robber late this afternoon held up and 
attempted to rob an incoming car on 
the Steilacoom electric line. About 
four miles and a half out of the city a 
tall man, roughly-dressed, hailed the 
car, which stopped to let him aboard. | 
He got on the platform and pulled out 
a blue dotted calico mask, having holes 
cut through for eyes down over his 
face, produced a revolver and ordered 
Superintendent Dame of the motor line 
and Motorman Wellman to the rear 
end of the car. They complied slowly 
and. he followed, ordering the men and 
the passengers to hold up their hands 
and the ladies to sit still. 

Dame and Wellman entered a rear 
compartment used for carrying bag- 
gage and freight. The robber evidently 
thought them safely disposed of, for 
he paid no more attention to them, but 
commenced relieving George Bevans, a 
contractor, of his valuables. This 
done, he commanded William E. 
Hacker, a broker, to stand up and be 
searched. In the mean time Superin- ; 
tendent Dame had taken out his gun 
and came in behind Hacker, where he 
waited an opportunity for firing. A 
moment later he placed his arm on 
Hacker’s shoulder and fired at the rob- 
ber, who returned the fire. Dame fired 
two shots and the robber three. Two 
minutes later the robber was lying be- 
side the car dead, while Dame had been 
shot in the a ney Jewett Smith, a 
passenger, in the . 

Gab a Dame’s bullets passed through 
the right arm of the robber, and the 
other through the left arm, both en- 
tering at what seems to be exactly the 
same spSt. They entered his body, 
striking the lungs or heart. Groaning 
heavily, he staggered backward to the 
front platform and fell off the steps, 
bead downward. His feet were resting 
bn the track. The bones in Dame's 
left forearm are shattered, and he will 
always carry a stiff arm. Jewett has 
a serious injury in his leg. The rob- 
ber’s third bullet passed through the 
door of the baggage compartment, and 
struck Motorman Wellman on his left 
breast, but inflicted no injury. 


The robber’s body was placed on the 


car and brought to town, where it lies 
at the morgue awaiting identification.

THAT ALLEGED CONFESSION, 


No Credence Given Bryant’s Tale at 
San Francisco. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—Of all th 
wild stories and alleged confessions 
which have been aired in connection 
with the murder of Blanche Lamont, 
the statement of W. T. Bryant, impli- 


~ eating Pastor Gibson as the murderer, is 


unanimously regarded here as the most 
improbable yet published. Absolutely 
no credence has been given to it by 
police, public or press. It is supposed 
that the inmate of the Colorado Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Home is either demented, 
or a crank with an abnormal thirst for 
notoriety. 

A dispatch from the home today 
states that Bryant still sticks to his 
story; that the reason for his long si- 
lence was disinclination to return to 
California. He says he cannot remem- 
ber the day of the week or in what 
montit the murder occurred, but that he 
saw an account of it in the San Fran- 
cisco papers on the following day. Miss 
Lamont was murdered in the afternoon 
of April 3, and her body was not found 
until.ten days after, and then for the 
first time the story of the murder was 


_ published. 


It is not expected that the Governor 
will make any decision regarding Dur- 
rant’s application for clemency for 
some days. There is some talk of a re- 
prieve for the condemned man, but it 
has been evidently started by the 
friends of Durrant. There appears to 
be no foundation for the rumor. Gov. 
Budd has been quoted as saying that he 
would not interfere with the judgments 
of the courts unless sufficient new tes- 
timony was adduced to warrant giving 
the murderer a new trial or setting 
him free. 

No such testimony has been intro- 
duced. The several improbable stories 
advanced in behalf of Durrant have 
only served to further prejudice his 
case and increase the difficulty of his 
plight. 

STICKS TO HIS STORY. 

DENVER (Colo.,) May 21.—A special 
to the Times from Montevista, Colo., 
says that William T. Bryant's state- 
ment about the murder of Blanche La- 
mont is creating wide interest. Bryant 
today reaffirms his statement, though 
he is not disposed to talk much, and 
stoutly refused to tell why he was in 
Emanuel Church on the evening of 
the murder. He says he does not want 
to go to California, and if he goes he 
must be brought back. 

There is abundant evidence as to his 
sanity, though there are -those who 
think him a little weak-minded. Some 
claim that he is seeking notoriey, or 
wants to take a trip to the coast at 
public expense. He seems sincere, and 
a careful cross-examination does not 
develop any flaws in his story.

JAPAN WILL INSIST. 


Diplomatic Sparring with the Ha- 
watian Government Foreshadowed. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—The 
steamer Belgic arrived from the Orient 
today flying the yellow flag, and was 
immediately placed in quarantine at 
Angel Island. When bSarded, however, 
it was found that there was no sick- 
ness aboard, but that a case of vario- 
loid had broken out while the vessel 
was in Japanese waters, and that the 
patient had been sent ashore at Hako- 
date. Asa precautionary measure the 
steerage passengers and their baggage 

were fumigated before being landed. 

The Belgic touched at Honolulu and 
brought advices from there to the ef- 
fect that the resident Japanese Min- 
ister visited the Hawaiian Foreign Of- 
fice on May 11 and presented the cor- 
respondence received from his govern- 
ment per the Naniwa, regarding the 
case off the rejected immigrants, to 
Minister Cooper, but no action had 
been taken in the premises when the 
steamer satied hence. 

It is understood that the Japanese 
government demands damages from 
that of Hawaii-for the refusal of the 
latter to allow immigrants to land, 
and in the event of its refusal to pay 
the amount demanded will insist upon 
knowing the reasons therefor. Both 
Ministers Shimwura and Counsellor 
Akiyama are emphatic in their assur- 
ances that Japan will not submit to 
arbitration in the event of Hawaii's re- 
fusal to.settle;.but neither would com- 
mit himself as to what the Japanese 
government proposed to do in that case. 


McOARTHY’S SENTENCE AFFIRMED, 


The Would-be Bank Tunneler Must 
Stay in Jail. 
[BY ASSOCIATED I’RESS WIRE.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—The 
today affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court in the 
case of J. J. McCarthy, sentenced to 
a long term in San Quentin about a 
year ago for attempting to rob the 
First National Bank of Los Angeles. 
McCarthy, with several confederates, 
tunneled 120 feet from a saloon on 
Main street to a, point underneath the 
vaults of the bank, which they were 
about to blow open, when they were 
captured. Two of the burglars turned 
State’s evidence, and all efforts were 
concentrated upon the prosecution of 
McCarthy. As a result he was con- 
victed after an unusually short trial. 

In appealing to the Supreme Court, 
his atorneys alleged that, as the burg- 
lary had been committed in the day- 
time, it was a second-degree offense. 
This plea the court today determined 
was without merit, the jury having 
found that the burglary was done be- 
tween 7 o’clock in the evening and 
midnight. 

“The evidence,” said the court, “was 
ample to satisfy the demands of the 
statutes. Taking it altogether ‘the 
defendant’s guilt is plainly apparent.” 
The decision was written by Justice 
Garoutte and concurred in by Justices 
Harrison and Van Fleet. 


AGAINST J. DOWNEY HARVEY. 


Supreme Court Reverses a Ruling of 
the Lower Court. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—In° the 
case of J. Downey Harvey, adminis- 
trator of the estate of John G. Downey, 
deceased, against Samuel Meyers and 
others, to recover the possession of a 
tract of land in Los Angeles city, the 
Supreme Court today reversed the de- 
cision of the lower court, which 
awarded the land.to the administration. 

The question hinged upon whether 
the assessment had been . paid by 
Meyer, and the testimony showed that 
the Assessor did not give the size of 
the lot, nor make a clear boundary. 


BENITO LOPEZ HANGED. 


Seventy-year-old Man Executed for 
a Cold-blooded Murder. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
FOLSOM, May 21.—Benito Lopez, who 
murdered George 8S. Washburn in Cal- 
averas county; April 4, 1896, was hanged 
in the State prison here this morning. 
Lopez was 70 years of age, partially 
paralyzed, and very feeble, but tthe 
crime for whuch he suffered the death 

penalty was a cold-blooded one. 

THE CRIME. 


. FOLSOM. Maw 21.—The crime for 
which Benito Lopez was hanged in the 
State prison here this morning was the 
murder of George S. Washburn in Cal. 
averas county on April 4, 1896. Lopez 
was tried and convicted of his crime in 
February of this year, and no appeal 
was made to the Supreme Court in his 
behalf. The condemned man’s daughter 
had written to the Governor asking him 
to advise her if anything could be done 
to save her father’s life, but aside from 
this no effort was made to stay the 
execution. Lopez was 70 years of age. 

The testimony on file in the Govern- 
or’s office shows that Benito Lopez and

dreas. Calaveras conuty. There was 
well in the Lopez lot which was con- 
tinually overflowing and flooding the 
Washburn lot, and on the morning of 
April 4, 1896, Washburn went over to 
the Lopez lot and shut off the water. 
He then walked back to his own place 
and began digging a ditch with a hoe to 
drain the water off. 

Lopez saw the transaction and, ap- 
proaching Washburn, called him a thief 
and swore at him. Lopez then turned 
and walked to his cabin a few hundred 
feet distant. A minute or two later he 
reappeared with a pistol in his hand 
and without warning, shot and killed 
Washburn, firing twice. The second 
shot was fired as Washburn was falling 
to the ground. 

Other evidence was introduced to the 
effect that for several days previous to 
the killing Lopez had been threatening 
Washburn’s life. Lopez, in his own be- 
half, tried to make out a case of self- 
defense, claiming that Washburn was 
coming at him with uplifted hoe when 
he fired. There were, however, a num- 
ber of eye-witnesses to the tragedy 
and these all testified that there was a 
stone wall between the two men, and 
that Washburn made no attempt to 
raise his hoe to strike Lopez, and could 
not have struck him should he have 
tried. 

The evidence for the defense showed 
that Lopez had twice been confined in 
the County Hospital, that he was a 
partial paralytic, and was very feeble. 


SENSATIONAL WILL CASE. 


A Discovery Made Among the Ashes 
of Millionaire Davis's Wife. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—A will, 
which is declared to be a forgery and 
discovered in the urn containing the 
ashes of the testator’s dead wife, is 
one of the sensational features that 
will be presented in the contest over 
the estate of the late Jacob S. Davis, 
the San Francisco millionaire philan- 


thropist and patron of arts and 
sciences. 


Davis was born in Philadelphia, and 
was a man of hobbies. Not the least 
of these was a desire to collect the 
remains of his relatives in the old 
Dunkard churchyard at Germantown, 
near Philadelphia, where he expended 
over $10,000 in erecting white marble 
headstones over their graves. He also 
caused to be built an addition to the 
old church, and it was during a visit 
to Philadelphia to attend to the com- 
pletion of the structure that he died 
in October last, at the Continental Ho- 
tel. Davis was at one time president 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, an active mem- 
ber of the Academy of Sciences, and 
took a deep interest in the State Min- 
ing Bureau. During his life he not 
only gave them a great deal of money, 
but made them presents of statuary 
and rare minerals. 

On the night of his death. it is stated, 
Davis sent for John Senderling, a 
relative, and requested him to write at 
his dictation what he intended to be his 
will. Senderling had nearly completed 
the document when Davis suddenly 
declared that his pulse had stopped 
beating. A few minutes later he died. 

This uncompleted document Sender- 
ling submitted to the American Trust 
Company, and to a lawyer in Phila- 
delphia. He was advised that while 
there was no signature to the paper, 
such documents had been construed by 
courts to be wills, and he accordingly 
filed it with the trust company. 

About three weeks after Davis's 
death and after Alexander Boyd, his 
partner, and E. B. Mastick. his life- 
long friend and attorney, had searched 
high and low for a will without avail, 
the document now before the Probate 
Court, making Lizzie! Muir and ‘Mrs. 
Belle Curtis the sole legatees of the 
dead millionaire, mysteriously disap- 
peared. It is alleged to have been 
found in the urn containing hia wife's 
ashes. The document was filed for 
probate, and is now being contested by 
the nephew and niece at the Fast, 
Catherine Stead and Joseph Wilson, 
who. set up. that the paner is a forgery: 
is not the last will of Davis, or if it is, 
that it was made at a date when he 


was of weak mind and under undue 
influence.

MUST COMPLETE HIS STUDIES.

GRAVE-ROBBERS ARRESTED. 
Body of Millionaire Ladd Was on 
Daniel Magone’s Farm.

PORTLAND (Or.,) May 21.—The 
body of the late millionaire banker, W. 
S. Ladd, which was stolen from the 
grave last Monday night, was recov-: 
ered today and Daniel D. Magone, a 
middle-aged farmer living near Ore- 
gon City, and Charles Montgomery, 
a young man who also resides near 
Oregon City, are under arrest, 

Montgomery has made a confession, 
implicating Magone and two other men 
who are yet at large, and whose names 
the officials will not make public. 
After Montgomery had’ made his con- 
fession he took the officers to the spot 
where the body was buried. This was 
on Magone’s farm, a mile and a half 
below Oregon City. The body was 
found practically in the same condition 
in which it was removed from the 
grave. The principal clew leading to 
the arrest of the men and the recovery 
of the body was a knife with which 
the casket was opened, and which was 
left at the grave. 

A blacksmith at Milwaukee made 
the knife, and when it was shown to 


him by the detectives he immediately 
recognized it as one he had made for 
Magone a short time before. The max- 
imum penalty provided by the Oregon 
statutes for grave-robbery is two 
years’ imprisonment. 


ROBERT MILLS’S WILL. 


His Heirs Say There is One but They 
Can’t Find It.

REDWOOD, May 21.—The petition for 
letters of administration on the estate 
of Robert Mills was heard in the Su- 
perior, Court yesterday. The estate is 
worth nearly $400,000, and consists of 
valuable real estate in San Francisco 
and motgages on some of the best 
ranches in San Mateo county. Mills died 
at his ranch at Belmont last month 
without making a will. At least none 
has been found.

| A POPULAR MEXICAN WOMAN. 
The Wife of the President is Be- 


loved by Every One. 


Mme. de Diaz, the wife of the Pres- 
ident of Mexico, is not only the first 
lady of the country, but is the most 
popular woman of the republic. Se- 
Dona Carmen Romero Rubio 
de Diaz is known among her people, 
from the mansions of the rich in the 
brilliant capital to the humblest hut 
on the frontier, as Carmelita, meaning 
“Our. little Carmen,” says the New 
York Times. Her poularity cver in- 
creases, for each year sees a larger 
number of good works dispensed by 
this generous woman, who uses her 
power to improve the lot of a long- 
oppressed and unhappy people. Mme. 
Diaz is often appealed to on tehalf 
of some one or other sentenced to long 
Imprisonment or death. Official par- 
don is a delicate power for any one 
to hold, and the President’s wife is 
naturally careful for the justice of 
her cause before she goes to her lord 
to plead for executive clemency. But 
the President himself is of a forgiving 
nature, and not infrequently the par- 
don is granted. Neither the Presi- 
dent nor his wife attends the brilliant 
but brutal bull fights, and in every 
way they use their influeave against 
the degrading spectacles. It is certain 
that the President will entirely prohibit 
them as soon as public sentiment gives 
any hope of upholding his wishes. 

“Carmelita” is the second wife of 
Gen. Porfierio Diaz, ani is in her 
thirty-third year. She stands as a 
type of advanced Spanish-American 
womanhood, and among other accom- 
plishments speaks nglish and French 
almost with equal fluency. She is re- 
markably well informed cn current 
events, and her advice is often sought 
by her husband. The President is 60 
years old, and is very proud of his 
fair young wife. When their mar- 
riage took place, in 1834, they_ took 
their wedding tour through the United 
States. Her girlish grace end sim- 
plicity of manner well match _ her 
beauty. Her ancestry dates far back 
into the nobility of old Castile, and 
the evidences of long culture are eavily 
marked. It is plainly apparent that a 
considerable part of the republic of 
Mexico and the desire of the reople 
to keep President Diaz in office are 
due to the general esteem for his lovely 
wife.

“Many sheepmen of the West have 
about abandoned the idea of securing 
good prices for wool, and are rapidly 
grading up their flocks in the hope of 
gaining in mutton what they have lost 
in wool. Most of the lambs now com- 
ing from the far West show a Shorp- 
shire cross, and command higher 
prices relatively than they ever brought 
before. A man from gon, who 
had a consignment of these lambs, 
said that hereafter he was going to 
raise the kind of sheep that would eell 
best on teh Chicago market, and that 
he would pay more atention to mut- 
ton quality than wool. This is a very 
sensible thing to do, inasmuch as the 
mutton demand is steadily broadening, 
and the taste of consumers becoming 
more critical, while the day when sheep 
can be raised practically for wool alone 
et a profit is forever gone by.”

BLIND TOM.

Prodigy. 


[Chicago Record:] Blind Toh, the 
weak-witted, sightless negro whose 
phenomenal gifts as a pianist and 
whose unnatural poyers of memory 
and mimicry were the wonder of the 
world some years ago, is now a gray- 
haired, infirm old man, living in re- 
tirement in a little cottage on the 
highlands of Navesink, on the New 
Jersey shore of New York “ay, in the 
charge of Mrs. Eliza Lerche, who was 
appointed his guardian several years 
ago. After the death of her ‘irst hus- 
band, John G. Bethune, who was Tom's 
manager nearly the entire time he was 
before the public, there was a long 
legal struggle between her and her 
father-in-law, James N. Bethune, who 
owned Tom and Tom's mother as 
slaves, and still claimed the sole pro- 
prietorship of the musicion. Tom had 
been a valuable piece of property, and 
had brought him a large income for 
many years. It is said that he carned 
several hundred thousands of duvllars, 
and Col. Bethune naturally objected 
to losing so lucrative an investment. 

Justice Andrews of the Supreme 
Court of New York, to whom the case 
finaly came by appeal, decided that 
Tom was a free man, and permitted 
him to choose his own guardian, for, 
although he was over 50 years of age, 
he was incapable of caring for him- 
self, and Charity Wiggans, his mother, 
who still lived in Georgia on the old 
plantation where Tom was born, de- 
clined to accept the responsibility. In 
fact, Tom did not know gis mother. 
He met her at the trial for the first 
time since his childhood, nearly forty 
years before when his musical genius 
was discovered, and he was taken out 
for exhibition by his owner. Nor did 
he have sufficient intelligence to ap- 
preaciate the relationship, and she, an 
illiterate negress over 70, was fright- 
ened by his outlandish gibberish and 

eculiar habits, for when he is away 
rom the piano Blind Tom is a most 
repulsive animal. He has an abnormal 
appetite, his passions are strongly de- 
veloped, and he has no respect fur per- 
sons or places. He is simply an idiot, 
and his mother believed him possessed

of the devil. With the instincts of a 
child, however, when Tom was made 
to understand that he must select the 
person who should care for him, he 
naturally clung to the lady who had 


cared for him most of his life, and the 


court recognized Mrs. Bethune as the 
natural and proper guardian. Shortly 


after she married Mr. Lerche, who had 
been her atorney in the litigation, and 
her circumstances are such that it is 
not necessary for Tom to return to the 
stage. She prefers to support him in 
idleness, and. has him comfortably 
placed in a cottage under the charge 
of a negro atetndant, who seldom al- 
lows him out of his sight. 

It is not probable that Tom will 
ever appear in public again. Although 
his peculiar faculties are retained, his 
health is feeble, and his mind has 
weakened with age. He spends much 
of his time at the piano playing his 
old pieces and practicing new ones, 
which he picks up asread ily as he did 
years ago. He can repeat with remark- 
able accuracy any simple composition 
that is played for him. 


A famous Excursion Recalied,

Congressman, who was on the famous 
excursion which Henry Villard gave to 
witnese the driving of the golden spike 
of the Northern Pacific road, recalled 
some of its interesting features’ re- 
cently: 

“Tt was the greatest junketing trip in 
the history of the United States, bar 
none,” said he. “Villard had com- 
pleted the road, putting an enormous 
amount of money in it, and he de- 
cided that he could interest English 
and German capital in the enterprise 
by taking the capitalists themselves 
out over the road. So he made up his 
party, including a large number of 
distinguished Americans—Gen. Grant 
among them, I remember—and four 
trains of Pullman cars, each train 
hauled by two locomotives, started for 
the northwest. You never saw such 
entertainment as was lavished on the 
party. Champagne flowed like water, 
and no one was allowed to pay for 
anything—not even for a shave or a 
newspaper. The trip altogether must 
have cost at least $400,000, for there 
were 400 persons in the party, and $1000 
per head is a low estimate. 

“Well, the tragic part of it was yet 
to come. The sword of Damocles was 
hanging over Villard’s head all the 
time, and he did not know it. He had 
invited the English and German capi- 
talists to go out over the road. They 
had never seen anything except rail- 
roads between cities closely suitated, 
and they could not appreciate trans- 
continental lines. They could not un- 
derstand how a road could pay that 
ran through long stretches of unsettled 
country, and while they were dining 
off Villard’s terrapin and champagne, 
they were wiring back to New York 
and London to sell the Northern Pa- 
cific stock. The stock, which was 
worth 78 or thereabout, when he left 
the East, kept dropping until it was 
down to 50. Villard could not account 
for the decline. Finally he was tele- 
graphed to hasten to New York to 
bolster up his property. Hiring a spe- 
cial engine, he hurried East as fast as 
steam could carry him, leaving his 
guests to follow behind him, which 
they did, but marking every mile of 
the way witha drunken orgie. Cham-

“TURKISH MIXTURE.” 
The Extraordinary Variety of Races 
Over Which the Sultan Rales. 


(St. James's Gazette:] The Sultan of 
Turkey may be a very inefficient ruler; 
but when we blame him for not carry- 
ing out the promised reforms without 
hitch or delay we do not treat him with 
that fair play of which we are so proud 
as a nation. Owtng to the extraordi- 
nary variety of races and creeds over 
which he rules his difficulties are al- 
most insurmountable, and it is doubt- 
ful whether he or any one else will 
| ever succeed in making Turkey a land 
| of peace and harmony. 

There are no fewer than seven main 
divisions of races in the European and 
Asian provinces. In Europe both the 
Greeks and Albanians are as numerous 

as the Ottoman Turks, each contin- 
| gent numbering about 1,200,000, accord- 


| ing to the best authorities. Constanti- 
nople itself has just as diversified a 
mixture as the kingdom = generally, 


and only 385,000 of ita 875,000 inhabit- 
ants are Mussulmana, the Greeks num- 
bering 153,000 and the Armenians 150,- 
000. But in Asia there are twice as 
many Ottomans as all other races put 
together. 

Ottomans, Yurouks and Turkomans.

SHALL THE LAW HAVE SWAY? 

In addition to the appropriation of 
$2,900,000 “for a harbor of refuge and 
of commerce” in Southern California, 
the River and Harbor Bill passed at 
the first session of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress carried an appropriation of 


$50,000 for the*survey of the inner har- | 


bor of San Pedro. This action plainly 
indicated the intentions of the legisla- 
tive branch of the government with 
reference to the continuation of the 
improvements begun a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago on that harbor, and carried 
forward with so much success at a 
comparatively small cost for the prac- 
tical results achieved. The plain pur- 
pose was and is to follow up the good 
work heretofore done at that site, with 
a view to the enlargement and im- 
provement of the harbor from time to 
time as the interests of a growing com- 
merce may require. The government 
having already expended at San Pedro 
some $900,000 on the inner harbor, with 
such excellent results, increasing the 
depth of water at the entrance from 
about two feet to fourteen feet at low 
tide, it would have been absurd for 
Congress to abandon the harbor of its 
choice and begin the construction of 
another ‘“‘harbor’’ in the open seaway 
at Santa Monica. The purposes of two 
appropriations made in the recent law 
are obvious: the larger one is for the 
sea-wall or outer harbor; the lesser one 
is for preliminary work on the inner 
basin, looking to its ultimate develop- 
ment into an adequate harbor for com- 
merce. 

Secretary Alger, in his ineffective re- 
sponse to Senator White's resolution of 
inquiry, resorts to pettifogging to an 
extent that is not creditable to a Cabi- 
net officer. His labored effort to com- 
plicate the question by.a pretense of 
not understanding the meaning of the 
law, and the report of the Harbor Com- 
missioners, is not entitled to respect: 
besides, it is mischievous. No law was 
ever enacted by Congress that was less 
ambiguous than the law which the 
Secretary of War professes not to un- 
derstand. His duties under that law 
are as plain as the noonday sun. The 
course which it is his duty to pursue 
is clearly mapped out by the law and 
by the detailed report.of the Harbor 
Commissioners, made under that law 
and in conformity to its provisions. 
The more Secretary Alger’s language is 
studied, the more obvious it becomes 
that he has lent the prestige and the 
authority of his office, whether pur- 
posely or otherwise, to the furtherance 
of the unrighteous schemes of the ene- 
mies of the chosen government site, who 
are likewise enemies of the public good, 
The plain purpose of Collis P. Hunt- 
ington, aided by his creature, Senator 
Frye, is to throw the harbor contro- 
versy back into Congress, in the hope 
that the government may again be 
thwarted in its desire and intent to 
construct an adequate harbor at the

California coast. It is unfortunate 
that Secretary Alger does not ap- 
preciate the fact that the action 
taken by him in refusing to carry 
out the provisions of the law, and 
in applying to Congress for “further 
instructions”—which are not in the 
least needed to enable him to perform 
his duty in the premises—goes directly 
and unmistakably to the aid of the 
Huntington-Frye scheme. That scheme 
is the nullification of a law of Congress 
in order that private and corporate 
ends may the better be attained. It ig 
not pleasant to be compelled to state 
the situation in these words: but abso- 
lute candor leaves no other alternative. 
“The truth is mighty and will prevail,” 

This harbor question is not a local

It concerns the people of the 
entire country, and may easily grow 
into a national issue of vital impor- 
tance, if the Secretary of War persists 
in his evident determination to set 
aside a law enacted by Congress and 
duly approved by the Chief Executive. 
Before the end of this matter is 
reached the question may resolve itself 
into this: Is the government of the 
United States a government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, and for the people? 
Or is it a government whose laws can 
be defied by a single public official at 
the instance and for the benefit of a 
private corporation whose grasp is 
upon the law-makers themselves? 

The response of Secretary Alger to 
the Senate resolution has brought the 
harbor matter again before Congress. 
There is one way in which the contro- 
versy can be permanently settled, be- 
yond the power of law-dodgers, high 
or low, official or unofficial, to interpose 
further quibbles or to cause additional 
delay and vexation. Let Congress 
stand firmly and consistently by its 
former action,in making the harbor ap- 
propriation. Let a resolution be adopted 
instructing the Secretary of War to go 
ahead with the work of construction at 
San Pedro, in accordance with the law 
and with the report of the Harbor Com- 
missioners, made and submitted there- 
under. Let Secretary Alger be per- 
emptorily instructed to carry out the 
work in conformity with the detailed 
specifications prepared in the office of 
the Chief of Engineers, and there will 
be no further quibbling over this im- 
portant and greatly-needed public im- 
provement.

WHAT THE SUGAR TRUST WANTS. 
The figures that come to hand from 

time to time regarding the proposed 
duty on sugar contain so many tech- 
nicalities that they are incomprehensi- 
ble to the average citizen. A recent 
eStimate of what the figures mean when 
translated into every-day American 
show that the present tariff gives the 
trust a margin between refined and raw 
sugars of 82% cents per 100 pounds, 
or $16.50 per ton. With this immense 
profit the trust is not satisfied, but 
proposes to raise the rates so that it 
will have a margin of 88% cents per 
100 pounds, or $17.17 per ton. Seven 
years ago the McKinley tariff fixed a 
rate of half a cent a pound, just cov- 
ering the cost of refining, and under 
this rate, even, some years ago,. Mr. 
Havemeyer testified that the Sugar 
Trust had made profits of “$30,00,00Q or 
$35,000,000" in- three years. Having so 
good a thing, the trust thought there 
would be no harm in getting a little 
more, so under the Wilson Bill the pro- 
tection was increased from half a cent 
to .825 cent a pound, which must have 
about doubled the profits of the con- 
cern. Now, as above stated, the trust 
is seeking to further increase its pro- 
tection to .885 of a cent per pound, an 
increase of 6 cents on the 100 pounds, 
which figure, on the importations for 
the last fiscal year, would increase the 
profits of the trust over $2,300,000 a 
year, without increasing its expenses 
one cent. 
“Meantime, while the trust is making 
these immense profits on every carload 
of sugar which it handles, the retailer 
throughout the country is selling 
sugar at cost, or sometimes less, while 


|the trust only allows the jobbers who 


handle the sugar to make a profit of 
one-eight of a cent a pound, or $2.50 
a ton, notwithstanding the fact that 
the wholesale dealer has to take all the 
risk of collecting his bills from retail- 
ers, while the trust collects.its cash 
in ten days after delivery. It is no 
wonder that many of the wholesale 
dealers are considering the possibility 
of combining for the purpose of refus- 
ing to handle sugar, allowing the trust 
to do business with the retailers direct, 
and assume the risks. 


The best thing for Congress to do 
would be to reduce the tariff on sugar 
to the lowest possible notch—except 
in case when it shall be admitted free— 
and to grant a sufficient bounty of a 
reciprocity treaty on sugar of Ameri- 
can production. Thus, American con- 
sumers would get their sugar at a rea- 
sonable price, ‘while American pro- 
ducers would be encouraged to de- 
velop the production of an article for 
which $100,000,000 is sent abroad every 
year, while the profits of handling this 
product would not be absorbed by tne 
‘over-grown and arrogant combination, 
members of which have, within an 
amazingly short time, grown wealthy 
beyond the dreams of avarice, and have 
become insolent at the same time. 


A manifesto has been issued by Ken- 
tucky “regulators” warning tobacco- 
growers that they must limit their 
crops to fifteen acres each or suffer dire 
consequences, the object being to raise 
prices by limiting the output. It would 
seem to be about time for the Ken- 
tucky authorities to regulate the regu-

j LATTER-DAY RESURRECTIONS. 


William 8S. Ladd, a native of New 
Hampshire, was one of the early set- 
tlers of Portland, Or., locating there in 
1852 and earning his living as a chop- 
per of cordwood, which he sold chiefly 
to the steamboats. By 1855 he had 
bought out a county store kept by one 
Colvin, and by 1862 he was one of the 
leading business men of the place. ia 
1870 he was the only man in that 
State rated above $1,000,000, although 
Robert R. Thompson and Henry W. 
Corbett were knocking at the door of 
the seven-figure house, and J. C. Ains- 
worth and S. G. Reed were not far be- 
hind them. Mr. Ladd was a man of 
affairs, in thé ‘strictest ‘sense of that 
expression. On finance and currency 
he was little less than an oracle, while 
his ideas upon government showed that 
he had studied statesmanship while 
other men were reading novels. He 
was full of New England thrift, and a 
very close man at a bargain, yet very 
liberal in cases of extreme suffering. 
He gave away a great deal more in 
charity than he was ever accredited 
with doing. Yet such was his “corner- 
lot sense”’ and foresight in the accumu- 
lation of metropolitan property that 
when he died, nearly four years ago, 
his estate was computed at $14,000,000 
at bedrock figures, and twice that 
amount in the event of a boom. 

Last Tuesday night, the body of this 
rich man was stolen from its tomb in 
Riverside Cemetery, four miles up the 
Willamette River. The location of the 
cemetery is particularly favorable to 
such crimes. The river sweeps by at a 
distance of less than a hundred feet 
from the cemetery gates, and, at this 
season of the year, is crowded with 
pleasure boats till midnight. Hence a 
boat passing the water front of Port- 
land with a box on board, containing 
the body of a deceased multi-million- 
aire, would not attract the attention of 
any policeman even if the latter were 
afflicted with insomnia. 

Of course, there could be but one ob- 
ject for such a crime—a demand for 
money to be paid over for the return 
of the body, coupled with stipulations 
of immunity from prosecution. Mr. 
Ladd’s widow had given orders for a 
costly mausoleum, which was nearly 
completed and ready to ship to its 
final place of destination; and with the 
millionaire’s body once inside of that, 
all hopes @f a reward for the results 
of a resurrection were futile. So the 
body-snatchers came to the conclusion 
that, as “all flesh is grass,” they must 
make hay during the sunshine. 

Our readers all recall an unsuccess- 
ful attempt te steal the body of our 
martyr President and the successful 
one made upon the tomb of the dry- 
goods millionaire, Stewart, on Long 
Island. That Mr. Ladd’s body was the 
subject of speculation with.a spade and 
crowbar cannot be doubted for a mo- 
ment. 

The most singular thing of this 
kind on this Coast happened in 
San Francisco thirty-five years ago. 
An English physician and surgeon 
(who was at his best in the latter spe- 
cialty) located there in 1849, and, as 
there were no clinical academies at 
that period, fitted up a hall where he 
gave lessons in surgery to medical 
students at $10 per month during the 
winter. Money rolled in on him at all 
hours of the day and night. Five times 
in four years he was arrested on 
charges of being an accomplice in vio- 
lating the grave, but he had laid his 
wires so well that conviction was an 
impossibility. 

He died in 1862 and left to his 
nephew, whom he had associated with 
him in his practice, about $40,000 in 


which was really the richer legacy of 
the two. Along in 1865 the nephew 
went to Italy, where he saw a magnifi- 
cent monument that had cost about 
$20,000. He sought out the sculptor 
and had a duplicate made to put over 
the grave of his uncle, who was en- 
tombed under a $50 headstone at Lone 
Mountain. 

The entire structure involved about 
twelve tons of marble, and when they 
got it all out to the cemetery, which 
occupied about three weeks, they then 
proceeded to open the old doctor’s 
grave in presence of his nephew. To 
the unspeakable consternation of every- 
body, the grave was found to be empty. 
The sexton protested his innocence, 
but the nephew waved him back with 
an imperious gesture. 

“My dear sir,” faltered the sexton, 
“I can assure you on my honor as a 
man that I don’t know how this thing 
came about.” 

“I don’t believe you do,” retorted the 
nephew, in a derisive tone. “You 
needn't feel bad about it, anyhow. The 
old man was on it himself, bigger’n a 
wolf, while he was alive.” 


Advfces from Siam state that King

CENSUS FACTS AND FIGURES. 

The increase in the population of 
Los Angeles siftice 1890, as shown by the 
school census lately taken, continues 
to be a matter of great surprise to 
and much comment by the inhabitants 
of the central and northern sections of 
the State, and has evoked some more 
or less “measly’’ remarks from certain 
envious, narrow-gauge, 
contrumperies. In some quarters the 
Opinion seems to prevail that the great 
increase is mainly due to the districts 
recently annexed to the city: It is a 
great error to suppose so. The increase 
in} the population of Los Angeles dur- 
ing the last six years has been almost 
entirely within the old boundaries of 
the city, and is not, to any appreciable 
extent due to the population acquired 
from the annexed districts, as the fol- 
lowing figures procured by Tue TIMES 
will show: 

Prior to the acquisition of the dis- 
tricts in question, the area of Los An- 
geles city was 28% square miles. The 
annexed districts added 11 3-10 square 
miles, making the present area of the 
city 39 8-10 square miles. The areas 
of the annexed districts, roughly com- 
puted, are: Highland, 2 3-10 square 
miles; Rosedale (which embraces Uni- 
versity and Pico Heights tracts,) 5 
square miles, and Vernon, 4 square 
miles. 

The number of inhabitants in each 
of these districts, as shown by the 
school census is: Highland, 223; Rose- 
dale, 6500; Vernon, 2240—making the 
total population of the annexed dis- 
tricts 8963. 

The population of Los Angeles in 
1890 was 50,394. The present popula- 
tion of Los Angeles, as shown by the 
school census (fractions dropped,) is 
103,000. This count has been verified 
in the office of the City Clerk, and 
there is no shadow of reason to doubt 
its accuracy. If, then, in order to 
show the gain in population made 
within the old boundaries of the 
city since 1890, the number of the 
inhabitants (8963) in the annexed 
districts is deducted from the pres- 
ent total population of the city 
(103,000,) there would remain 94,037. 
This shows a gain of 43,643 within the 
old city limits—an increase of nearly 
87 per cent. since 1890. This fact ef- 
fectually disposes of the assertions 
made by sundry and divers newspapers 
of Northern California that the great 
increase in the population of Los An- 
geles was due to the annexed districts. 

«An effort has also been made in some 

quarters to show that the school census 
made a false showing, having been, as 
has. been asserted, taken during fiesta 
week, when the city was crowded with 
visitors. Even had such been the case, 
it would not have changed the facts, 
for it must be remembered, as was 
pointed eut by a City Councilman talk- 
ing with a Tres reporter, that the 
census taken was a school one, and 
gave only the number of children resi- 
dent in the city. “But as a matter of 
fact,” he went on to say, “the census 
was completed by April 15, several 
days before the flesta began. If,” he 
added, “it had been taken two months 
ago, it would have shown a larger 
population than it did, because it would 
have included those families who pass 
their winters in Los Angeles and whose 
children attend our public schools. 
But,” he concluded, “one great fact re- 
mains, one that will continue to worry 
our northern neighbors for some time 
to come; it is that Los Angeles has 
climbed over the 100,000 mark, and is 
now headed with a good gait for the 
150,000 score, which point it will have 
safely reached when the census is taken 
three years hence.” 
- Without further response to our 
green-eyed and envious contempora- 
ries in the heathen lands to the north- 
ward, it may not be improper at this 
timely juncture for THe TIMES to ex- 
claim “Hear! hear!” 


San Pedré is not the only harbor im- 
provement in California that is being 
blocked by the authorities at Wash- 
ington.

The engineer 
who was appointed by the War Depart- 
ment to survey the channel has re- 
ported that this important improvement 
could be carried out for the small sum 
of $40,000, but he added that the pres- 
ent commerce at Alviso is not suffi- 
Citi- 
zens of Santa Clara county resent the 
suggestion of this engineer as being 
outside of his province, which was to 
report upon the feasibility of doing the 
work, and its cost. It may be added 
that the carrying out of this improve- 
ment would create serious’ competition 
with the Southern Pacific Company, in 
the hauling of freight from the rich 
Santa Clara Valley to San Francisco.

LAY DOWN TO REST. 


DEAD BODY OF MINE-OWNER W. C. 
O'BRIEN FOUND, 


Discovered at an Old Stage Camp on 
the Gila River—How He Came to 


Locate Adjoining the King of 
Arizona Mine. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

YUMA (Ariz.,) May 21.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The body of W. C. O’Brien, 
the mine-owner of Gleason, the scene 
of the recent good strikes, who left that 
Place four days ago for Yuma, was 
discovered Wednesday at Speese’s old 
Stage camp on the Gila River, near 
Antelope Station, and about forty miles 
from Yuma. A Coroner’s jury was sum- 
moned, and they deaided that O’Brien 
came to his death from unknown 
causes. He had camped for the night 
at a place where the body was found, 
and the condition of his camp indi- 
cated that he had prepared his even- 
ing meal, straightened everything up, 
fed his animals and lay down to rest. 
He never arose, and the next day his 
burros were found by some men, wand- 
dering about the camp in search of 
something to eat. 

At the time of the discovery of the 
now famous King of Arizona miine, 
where the camp of Gleason has grown 
up, great secrecy was observed by the 
discoverers as to the locality of the 
ledge from which they got the won- 
derful rock which they brought to 
town.

LAKE STEAMER SUNK. 
The Florida Downed by the G. W. 
Roby on Lake Huron. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, May 21.—During a dense 
fog the steamer Florida of the Lacka- 
wanna line was sunk in a collisfn with 
the steamer G. W. Roby, on Lake 
Huron yesterday. The crew of the 
Florida were taken to Port Huron. 
The captain of the steamer Glidden, 
which arrived at Soo this morning, re- 
ports having passed the pilothouse and 
other wreckage from the Florida off 
the Middle Island last evening. The 
Roby was badly damaged about the 
bow, and will go into the drydock at 
Port Huron. 

Capt. William Smith of the Roby 
states that when he first sighted the 
Florida through the fog, he stopped 
‘and backed his engines, but the two 
boats. were so close that it was im- 
possible to avoid a crash. The Roby 
struck the Florida on the starboard 
side, about amidships. A hole twelve 
feet long was cut in that steamer’s 
wooden side. It was instantly seen 
that it was only a question of minutes 
before the Florida would go down. 

The Roby steamed alongside the 
doomed boat and took off part of her 
crew. The remainedr had instantly 
lowered a yawl-boat and succeeded in 
getting free of the sinking steamer. 
They were picked up subsequently by 
the Roby. _Twelve minutes after the 
crash the Florida went to the bottom, 
sinking stern first and breaking in two 
about amidships. As she went down, 
the imprisoned air in the hold blew off 
the cabins and upper works. This de- 


bris is now scattered over the surface 
of the lake. 


EXTENSIVE FORGERIES. 


Bank President John F. Johnson 
Wrecked His Concern. |

LOGANSPORT (Ind.,) May  21.— 
There were sensational developments 
today in the bank failure. This after- 
noon Bank Examiner Caldwell swore 
out an affidavit charging John F. John- 
son, president of the State National 
Bank, with embezzlement, misappro- 
priation of.funds, and with intention to 
deceive and defraud the bank and the 
bank examiner. 

Forgery is also charged against 
President Johnson, and the examiner 
thinks the amount will run ‘up to 
$201,000. He is alleged to have embez- 
zlied over $100,000 of the bank’s funds, 
$61,500 of which was concealed ‘in a 
certificate of deposit and $40,000 in the 
individual ledger.

BUILDING COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 
The report of the committee of eleven 

on Presbyterian Building in New York,

“Your committee héld its first meet- 
ing in New York on July 18 and 19, 
,1896. An extended conference was held 
with the boards of home and foreign }- 
missions and a statement was given to 
the public the next week. 

“The committee held a second meet- 
ing in the city of New York on March 
17 and 18? 1897, all the members present 
except Gen. Harrison and Mr. Wil- 
liams, and adopted the following, viz: 

“In view of the action taken by the 
Assembly of 1894, prior to the letting 
of the contract for the building as 
shown by its minute hereinbefore given, 
we conceive our only duty to be to 
confer with the two boards and to ad- 
vise as to the course to be. pursued 
in connection with the new Presby- 
terian house. The committee finds that 
there is no pending offer from anyone 
to buy the property; nor has there been 
since the first meeting of this commit- 


“Whether the property on Twentieth 
street and Fifth avenue, as 
that on Fifth avenue and Twelfth 
street should be sold or not are mat- 
ters which, under existing conditions, 
nfay be properly and safely left to the 
determination of the two boards. 

“The application of the money de- 
rived from the Stuart estate toward 
the erection of the new building was 
not an illegal use of such money. 

“The committee advises urgent ap- 
peals to all the churches of our denomi- 
nation to make not only the ordinary 
but increased contributions for home 
and foreign missionary operations; in 
the full confidence that under no cir- 
cumstances will money given for cur- 
rent work: be applied to the account of 
the new building,

A cash balance, 
on hand April 1, 1896, of $6701, brought 
the total up to $1,112,017. This is 
equalled by the expenditures, to which 
amount is added $34,688 Jue from open 
accounts.

As for “E} Capitan,” it is a capital 
light opera, in which Mr. Hopper does 
the work of a whole tearm of draught 
horses, and does it all with so much 
buoyancy and gaiety of spirig that it 
appeai's like but a fine frolic, 9n which 
hé is having carload lots of fun. How- 
ever, gay and spontaneous as is Mr. 
Hopper’s comedy, his singing is what 
fetches. Rare, indeed, is the comic 
opera comedian who can sing. Usually 
the genus funny man of this form of 
énitertainment has a voice for crying 
tamales in a dark alley, but Hopper’s 
tones are rich, sweet and melodious, 
and hence, while ones eyes are glad- 
dened by the sight of his ludicrous 
personality and extravagance of make- 
up, the ear is tickled with sweet 
sounds, 

‘Sousa’s genius as a composer is evi- 
dent from the first bar of the over- 
ture. There is the flavor of his char- 
acteristic work in the rhythm that per- 
vades the ensemble music, which is his 
best performance, but there is also 
some masterly acc p 
solos, particularly the number so beau- 
tifully sung by Nella Bergen in act 
two, which brought the house to its 
feet with ealvos of applause. The 
brilliant Quet between Miss Bergen and 
Mr. Stanley, and the topical trio, “The 
Typical Tune of Zanzibar,”’ between 
Mr. and Mrs. Hopper and Mr. Parr, 
are also fine examples of the com- 
poser’s capacity for score writing. As 
for the march air which runs’ through 
the opera, .it is vivid with Sousaesque- 
ness, if one may coin a cumbersome 
word. Already the bands and orches- 
tras have been playing the “El Capi- 
tan March’ to us tntil it is quite as 
familiar as the “‘Washington Post,” or 
“King Cotton,” but if it was not fa- 
miliar before, the exploitation it gets in 
the opera will set it to haunting the 
ears of everybody in town, for it is 
bound to be whistled and hummed from 


dogtown to St. James Park, and 
banged on pianos from Alameda street 
to Westlake. 


Charles Klein, the writer of the book 
of thé opera, has done most clever 
and engaging work in “El Capitan.” 
He has given the picturesque charac- 
ters good fooling to do, and many of 
his lines breathe the very essence of 
comedy. As for the story, it were idle 
to relate it. It.js, sufficient to say, that 
it relates to a time in the sixteenth’ 
century; that ite locale is in Peru, 
South America, and that its characters 
are as utterly impossible as we are 
wont to expect the personnel of char-

BOARD OF LIBRARY DIRECTORS 
ELECT A NEW LIBRARIAN, 


A Namber of Applications for the 
Position—Prospective Alteration 
in the Library—Book Shelves to 
Be Thrown Open, 


The directors of the public library 
solved the disturbing question of the 
election of a new librarian yesterday 
afternoon by naming Mrs. Harriet C. 
Wadleigh as Mrs. Fowler's successor. 
It has been known for weeks that the 
directors were considering the necessity 
of a change, but their selection from 
the numerous applicants was not defi- 
nitely made until last Thursday, and 
yesterday’s action was little more than 
an official ratification of their choice. 


The directors have taken«their leisure . 


in selecting a librarian, and have been 
in search of some one in whose quali- 
fications they had entire confidence. 
With this purpose they have been in 
correspondence with eastern librarians, 
but their natural inclination was in 
favor of a home applicant, other con- 
ditions being equal. 

Mrs. Wadleigh was in possession of 
valuable recommendations, especially 
from her former home in Springfield, 
Mass., as well as from many persons 
who are acquainted with her work in 
this city. For a number of years she 
was a teacher in the public schools of 


sition in the public schools at Athol, 
Mass., to accept the position of as- 
sistant librarian of the City Library As- 
sociation of Springfield, where she had 
special charge of the work in connec- 
tion with the public schools. For sev- 
eral years she has resided in this city 
and has served as secretary of the 
Friday Morning Club. At the present 
time she is on the staff of the Evening 
Express. 

Mrs. Fowler’s resignation would have 
been acceptable to the directors for 
some time, and overtures were made to 
her that she take the desired step, but 
she firmly refused to withdraw volun- 
tarily from her position. At its meet- 
ing yesterday the board unanimously 
adopted a resolution to the effect that, 
as Mrs. Fowler was holding her posi- 
tion under the new board under the 
terms of a resolution adopted March 
31, by’ which she accepted her present 
position during the pleasure of § the 
board, the place of librarian be de- 
clared vacant. The resolution also out- 
lined the fact that the board was cog- 
nizant of the necessity of the librarian 
possessing technical experience, liter- 
ary attainments and executive ability, 
which, in its opinion, the present 
librarian did not possess to the re- 
quired degree. 

After the passage of this resolution, 
Mrs. Fowler was asked to serve as 
librarian at her present salary until 
June 15, which position she accepted. 

All the epplications for the position of 
librarian which have been filed since 
thé present board was appointed. were 
then read and fully discussed. It ap- 
pearing that Mrs. Wadleigh was best 
qualified for the place, she was unani- 
mously elected to serve as librarian 
during the pleasure of the board. No 
other business was transacted. 

The directors have virtually decided 
in their own minds to throw open the 
shelves of the library to the public, ex- 
cept the fiction and general-literature 
departments, which are accessible 
through classification on the finding 
lists. These classes of books will prob- 
ably be moved into what is now the 
reference reading-room. The counters 
will be removed from the general li- 
brary room and entrance and exit turn. 
stiles will be placed ai the doors for the 
admission of card holders who will be 
allowed to choose their own books. 
This will bring readers into closer fa- 
miliarity with books of a useful nature 
which are not so ponularly known. The 
changes will prebably be fully deter- 
mined at the next meeting of the board.

Council Believes in City Ownership 
of Fire Engine Houses. 


If the bond proposition which was 
discussed by the Fire Commissioners at 
their last session is properly submitted 
to the Council, there is little doubt that 
the desfred issue will be authorized and 
a popular election called without delay. 
City ownership of all fire-engine quar- 
ters has been a favorite hobby with the 
board of fire commissioners for several 
years past, but its necessity has become 
sum paid an- 
nually by the fire department for rental 
of houses continues to grow larger. 

Including the purchase of a certain 
amount of necessary apparatus, it has 
been estimated that $125,000 will suffice 
for the purchase of sites and erection of 
buildings. The item of rental of quar- 
ters will amount to $8000 this year, 
which at 4 per cent., the rate of the re- 
funding bonds just placed with Rollins 
& Sons, will pay the interest on $200,000 
of bonds. A clear saving of $3000 a year 
is thus made available for the liquida- 
tion of the bonds or the extension of 
the service. The tax levy for the pur- 
poses of the fire department is barely 
sufficient for its present needs and a 
just demand is being made for an in- 
creased equipment for the protection of 
the outlying portion of the city and 
more especially for the annexed dis- 
tricts. 

The question of permanent engine 
houses was informally discussed yester- 
day by a number of Councilmen. Coun- 
cilman Grider, who formerly served as 
a Fire Commissioner, was pronounced 
in his advocacy of a bond issue at the 
earliest moment and ° argued that the 
city would never have an opportunity 


*to acquire property ata lower figure 


than at the present time. Councilmen 
Toll, Ashman and Blanchard also ex- 
pressed themselves as favoring the pro- 
ject as a good business move. Council- 
man Mathuss was simply non-commit- 
tal, while Councilman Hutchison was 
the only member present who came out 
as an avowed opponent of any bond. is- 
sue for the fire department at the pres- 
ent time.

CHARGED WITH PERJURY 


ONCE RICH, MRS. LEONIS. NOW HAS 
NO MONEY OR PROPERTY. 


Maj. Horace Bell the Complaining | 


Witness in a Case in Which the 
Defendant is an Old, Imnorant 
Mexican Woman.

Justice William foung in the Town- 
ship Court yesterday heard the open- 
ing testimony for the prosecution in the 
case of the people of the State of Cal-. 
ifornia against an old, ignorant Mex- 
ican, once rich, now poor, who bears’ 
the imposing name of Maria Espiritu 
Chijulla de Leonis. Mirs. Leonis is 
charged with perjury by Maj. Horace 
Bell. who has been her attorney for 
eight or ten years continuously prior to 
1894. 

The alleged perjury,

Coining Apparatan Discovered by 
Three Young Men Who Broke 
into Garner’s Lonely House 
Near Bakersfield — Gold Pieces 
Built into a Window Casing. 


Boxes of bottles, sacks, paper, old 
tin cans, queerly-shaped implements, 
and other rubbish occupied a promi- 
nent position in the District Court yes- 
terday. and a clumsy model of a prim- 
itive window-casing with a wooden 
shutter leaned against the reporters’ 
table in front of the jury box.

| NIPPED IN THE BUD. 


TIMELY DISCOVERY OF A SCHEME 
TO BREAK JAIL, 


One of the Bars of an Upper Cor- 
ridor Window Sawed Nearly in 
Tro—The. Attempt Would Have 
Been Made Last Night. 


But for the timely discovery of their 
project, something like forty. of the 
worst criminals now confined in the 
City Prison would today haVe been in 
the enjoyment of their freedom. The 
men referred to are those who are 
serving terms. for convictions on vari- 
ous charges, and among them are some 
of the hardest characters the local au- 
thorities have ever had to handle. 
From this class of prisoners the chain 
gang is regualrly recruited, and they 
are, a8 a rule, confined together in 
what is known as the maingtank of the 
jail. This tank is on the second floor 
of the prison, opens upon the landing 
above the main corridor and occupies 
almost the entire western-half of the 
jail above stairs. Near it on the same 
floor are the “dungeon'’—dark cells 
for the confinement of badly behaved 
prisoners. Between the top of this main 
tank and the top of the jail itself, 
there is a space of about a foot, and in- 
side of the tank are cells provided with 
bunks for the prisoners. 

Jailer Richardson is pretty well ac- 
quainted with the habits of prisoners 
of all classes. Anything unnatural in 
their behavior he always interprets as 
a certain indication that something is 
wrong somewhere. 7 

On Monday one of the most desperate 
of the chain gang was found in pos- 
session of a cold-chisel, givento him, it 
is thought, by a fellow-criminal whose 
term expired a short time ago. From 
this and other circumstances it was 
suspected the gang contemplated an 
attempt to break jail, and that assist- 
ance would be given them from the 
outside. Extra precautions were taken, 
both outside and inside the jail. 

Notwithstanding the redoubled vig- 
ilance of the jailers, a number of the 
prisoners confined in the main tank 
managed to get out to the upper land- 
ing on .Tuésday right. It is almost-a 
certainty they were aided by one of 
the trusties. They were Without a 
doubt out all night and rejoined their 
companions when the whole lot were 
let out for breakfast Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Though their absence from the tank 
had not been noticed, there was some- 
thing in the conduct of the men Which 
struck Richardson as being unnatural, 
and he at once raeched the correct con- 
clusion that all was not right. Assisted 
by other officers, he took a‘ case-knife 
and scraped most of the bars of the 
upper corridor windows to be eatis- 


-y had not been been sawed. 
Ry a strange oversight the officers 


missed one of the bars, and that very 
bar, it has since been discovered, had 
been sawed almost in two. 

It is believed that the men who es- 
caped into the corridor from the tank 
Tuesday night secreted themselves in 
the space between the roof and the 
tank top whenever Richardson made 
his rounds, stealing down again when 
he hat descended the stairs and work- 
ing away through the night. 

At 4 o'clock Thursday afternoon a 
fine steel saw was found, and then a 
more painstaking investigation revealed 
the work which had been done.

BEET SEED. 


Southern California Too Hot to Pro- 
duce Best Results. 

The Chamber of Commerce has heen 
besieged with inquirie* concerning the 
growing of sugar-beet seed in Southern 
California. Secretary Wiggins accord- 
ingly wrote to the Chino Valley Beet- 
sugar Company for information as to 
the suceess of experiments in raising 
beet seed in Southern California, and 
has received the following reply: 

“Dear Sir: We beg to own receipt of 
your esteemed favor of the 18th inst. 
We tried to raise beet seed on a small 
scale, on the Chino ranch, several years 
ago, without success. It is the opinion 
of our agriculturist fhat-the southern 
part of. the State is not well adapted 
for the Rrowing of beet seed on. Qc- 
count of the long dry season and excess 
of heat.” 

“Mr. J. B. Agnews of Agnews, in the 
northern part of the Siate, has been 
experimenting on a much larger scale 
and claims to havé succeeded in turn- 
ing out very good seed. He sent us 
this year a sample bag of the seed, 
and we have planted it and will care- 
fully note results. We think that, ow- 
ing to the different conditions of tem- 
perature and climate as well as soil 
in the morthern part of the State, they 
may be able there to satisfactorily pro- 
duce beet seed of a good quality. We 
certainly hope that they may do so, 
as it is a question of great importance 
to the beet-sugar industry of our coun- 
try. 

“Our Nebraska companies produced 
an excellent seed several years ago, but 
owing to the excessive cost of produc- 
tion they abandoned the further grow- 
ing of the seed. This beet seed was 
planted by us in California and gave

the California-grown beet seed planted 
by us.”

Commenting upon the recent 
seizure of adulterated brandy in San 
Francisco, made by a man who was go- 
ing to splice it out with the vilest kind 
sof Nebraska corn spirits, the Stockton 
Mail very fitly says:

\doctoring Nebraska corn spirits with 
lreal Calfornia brandy and adulterants 
with a view of unloading the foul pro- 
duct on the East and England as “real 
California brandy,” was arrested none 
too soon. It is to be regretted that 
there is no adequate punishment for 
such an offender. It is such fellows 
that bring discredit on our products 
and ruin our markets abroad and at 
home. It is to be hoped that the Pure 
Food Committee and other protective 
bedies will make it their business to 
ok after this fellow’s case.

BUCKET SHOPS AND THEIR 
METHODS. The recent failure of a 
big wildcat investment firm in New 
York. with creditors all over the United 
States for small amounts which had 
been forwarded for investment in the 
belief that small fortunes were to be 
made in short order, has drawn re- 
newed attention to the subject of these 
ewindling enterprises, which are gener- 
all known as “bucket shops.” 

A correspondent of an eastern paper 
refers to the efforts that are being 
made throughout the country by vart- 
ous Legislatures to curb this evil. 
Within a single week a southern State 
Senate has declared war on the cotton 
gambling exchanges of this charactef, 
and a western Legislature has brought 
up a bill to abolish those purporting to 
deal in grain, mining stocks and the 
like. Originally these institutions were 
devised to meet the requiremets of 
speculators who wished to operate on 
fractional lots of stock, and objected 
to paying the difference in prices 
charged at legitimate exchanges. With 
an abuse of a system inherently vicious, 
however, these places have so far de- 
teriorated that police raids have be- 
come frequent, and the principal fea- 
tures of attraction have been those 
present in any poolroom where betting 
is done on some event or calculation. 
It has become a saying, resulting from 
bitter experience, that the only way 
to “beat. a bucket shop” nowadays is 
to stay away from it. 

The correspondent above referred to 
gives the following interesting descrip- 
tion of the manner in which these enter- 
prises are worked, which should be 
read by those who have an idea that 
they can make a fortune in a short 
time by such operations: 

“The method of operation is very 
fimple. Almost any margin will be ac- 
cepted, and the smaller the margin the 
greater the risk. An investor, believing 
that he understands the market, in- 
vests, say, $10. "The bucket shop ‘at 
once takes one-eighth of 1 per cent. 
out of this as a fee. If the margin is 1 
per cent. the customer loses his money 
when the market goes against him 
three-quarters of 1 per cent. On the 
other hand, a change of 1% per cent. 
in his favor is necessary for him ‘40 
make 1 per cent. profit. The odds are 
always against the customer and in 
favor of the operator. It is estimated 
that at the present time there are be- 
tween 6000 and 7000 bucket shops in 
the country, and numerous towns of 
5000 inhabitants boast one or more of 
these institutions. Those that are 


expenses. In addition to suitable offices, 
they have an endless number of private 
wires, and spend large sums of money 
in sensational advertising. Brokers who 
Teally execute orders cannot compete 
against such prodigal methods. Ac- 
cording to the bucket-shop advertise- 
ments, any -one can make money at 
speculating. Having received the ‘'tip,”’ 
he proceeds to invest. After the public 
has been let in, the various branches 
report to headquarters, and the latter 
finds, for instance, that he is 29,000 
shares long on a certain stock on 2 per 
«ent. margin. The next move is to aell 
the stock down 2 per cent. on the floor 
‘ef the Stock Exchange, and pocket the 
40,000 margins. Under the bucket-shop 
#ystem the transactions are not made 


in the market; they are simply so 
many bets, with substantial odds 
against the public, who place their 


money at the mercy of bucket-shop pro- 
prietors. 

“Bring in your money; we'll show 
you how to run it up—you keep watch- 
ing the biackboard for amusement,’ is 
the way the glib city bucket-shop pro- 


prietor puts it. Then he tells you’ to 
‘pyramid.’ This is a modern term, ex- 
pressing the idea of building up an 
enormous fortune from small begin- 
nings. They represent that with $59 
you buy 5000 bushels of grain on one- 
cent margin. When the market ad- 


vances l'g cents, showing a net profit 
of $50, buy 5000 bushels more. An ad- 
vance of another 11-8 cents will show 
a further profit if $100, with which buy 
10,000 bushels, and so on, till, stating 


with 5000 bushels, an advance of 9 
cents a bushels will make a net profit 
of $12,759. This is a fascinating propo- 


sition, but it shrinks somewhat before” 


the fundamental fact in trading, that 
when a market rises slowly nine points, 
it has never been known to do so with- 
out a temporary ‘break,’ which would 
wipe out the pyramider instantly. If 
i: avoids a ‘break’ it does so by a rise 
s0 fast that it would be impossible to 
make sales, and subsequent purchases 
in time to keep pace with the rise. 

“All of these bucket shops, ‘clock 
Eames,’ with fictitious quotations and 
imaginary deals and investment lot- 
teries, are catered to by men and boys 
who keep the places full, groups re- 
placing sroups as fast as the money 
Bives out.’ 


COMMERCIAL, 

INGLEWOOD ORANGES. Orange 
shipments from Inglewood are about 
finished for the season. The crop this 
season amounted to about forty oar- 
loads, which is the best crop ever 
shipped from there by over twenty- 
five cars. 

DELAYING PROSPERITY. Reports 
continue to come from the East of the 
manner in which imports are being 
pushed into this country, ahead of the 
new Tariff Bill. Week before last, dry 
goods and merchandise to the value of 
over $12,000,000 were entered at the 
port of New York, and for the previous 
week over $18,000,000, which is more 
than twice the average for this time 
of year. It cannot be too much re- 
gretted that the retroactive clause was 

Siruck out of the Dingley Bill. It is 
estimated that at least a year’s sup- 
ply of goods, mostly woolen, will have 
been imported before the extra session 
closes. Thus, the country will be glut- 
ted with goods, which will be sold at 
the expense of ‘American industry, and 
there will be no compensation in the 
way of cheapness to consumers, as the 
new tariff will make the retail selling 
price of goods bought at wholesale un- 
der the old tariff, and the Only gain- 
ers will be the big eastern importing 
firms. The San Francisco Chronicle 
; says on this subject: 

“Had the retroactive clause held 
good, we should probably have escaped 
the per!l of this extraordinary in-ruash. 
Zmporters, not knowing what § they 
would have to pay the customhouses 

in the end, would have hesitated to 
take the chances of bringing in sur- 
plus consignments on a great scale. 
But the action of the Senate Finance 
Committee has defeated the aim of 
those who wanted American industry 
to have the benefit of the demand for 
manufactured products under the new 
law, and now prosperity must wait un- 
til the surplus imports have all been 
worked off. We have attained all that 
‘responsible men promised as the re- 
sult of the mere election of McKinley. 
(That is to say, the panic threatened 
in October last was headed off, the 
banks resumed their loans, hoarded 
went back into. circulation. 
the value of securities was restored 
and the national credit bettered. Pros- 
perity was to come of the enactment 
by a Republican Congress of higher 
duties, and all Republican economists 
believe it will come in that way. But 
the action of the importers has made

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


MINING EXCHANGE. The Mining 
Exchange is now settled in its new 
quarters, at the corner of Second and 
Broadway, and is preparing to enter on 
a new career of usefulness. 

As recently mentioned in The Times, 
L.. F. Parsons of Denver has arrived to 
assume the position of secretary of the 
exchange. He is a man of experience in 
this line, having been secretary of the 
Colorado Mining and Stock Exchange 
for four years. 

It is proposed to list stocks from all 
parts of the State and elsewhere. It is 
promised that strict rules will be en- 
forced, the owners of property listed 
being compelled to file with the secre- 
tary a report of a competent mining en- 
gineer, map of the property, and cer- 
aa of all articles of incorporation, 
ete. 

Among other things which the ex- 
change proposes to interest itself in is 
in the establishment of a smelter in 
Los Angeles. An effort will be made to 
obtain sufficient capital to build a 
smelter as soon as possible. 

It remains to be seen whether Los 
Angeles is sufficiently far advanced to 
maintain a regular mining call board. 
However this may be, there can be no 
doubt that, with the rapid development 
of the mining industry in the South- 
west, there is room here for an active 
and well-conducted mining exchange, as 
a center of information to miners and 
others who seek information regarding 
mines, and as a nucleus for any move- 
ment that may be undertaken for the 
purpose of developing the mining in- 
dustry of the Southwest.

Northern Loutstana, Mississippi and Arkansas 
flooded districts are being placed under cul- 
tivation, and the damage donw is less than 
expected. There are increased sales at Mil- 
waukee, Omaha, Chicago and St. Louis, and 
exports of general merchandise and lumber 
from San Francisco have increased. Advices 
from California are that tack of seasonable 
rains and long-continued dry winds have in- 
jured the wheat and fruit crops. Larger 
eastern centers report the movement of mer- 
chandise slow and trade dull. The season is 
so far advanced that no general recovery is 
looked for until after fall buying sets in. 
The industrial disturbances have marked 
building and other industries, notably cloth- 
ing. mining, iron and steel. Manufacturers 
of woolens are well stocked wth raw material, 
but owing to slowness of orders prices are 
easier. Makers of cotton goods are at a dis- 
advantage, owing to the relatively high prices 
of cotton and the Increase in production of 
products. There is no gain in demand for 
iron and steel, prices for which continue low. 
The report that the steel rail, wire and billet 
makers are trying to form a pool to advance 
prices is not confirmed. There are 245 busi- 
ness failures this week in the United States, 
which is not far from what may be called 
the normal. This total is cOémpared with 251 
last week and 216 in the third week of May, 
1896. There are 21 business failures reported 
from Canada this week, compared with 31 
last week and 28 in the week a year ago. 

Bradstreet’s review of the stock market to- 
morrow will say: ‘“Irregularity in prices and 
a completely professional speculation have 
been witnessed in Wall street this week. The 
discussion of the Cuban question In Congress 
has kept the public out of the market and 
caused London to avoid our securities for the 
time being, although prices for Americans 
there sympathize in some measure with the 
better feeling resulting from the armistice 
between Greeco and Turkey and the prospect 
of peace in the Levant. Favorable crop re- 
ports from the West gave a strong under- 
tone to the Grangers and induced covering 
of short contracts in that group, although the 
adout 
Washington evidently prevented a large in- 
terest from taking the initiative on the bull 
side. The tariff has deen, for the time being, 
obscured by the more interesting deveiop- 
ments in connection with vur foreign rela- 
tions, and American Sugar stocks have been 
less active than usual, but preserved a steady 
position in the face of some selling pressure 
baesd on predictions that the amended sugar 
schedule will be rejected. ‘The market as a 
whole behaved well on Friday, in the face of 
the adoption of the Morgan Cuban belliger- 
ency resolution by the Senate on Thursday 
evening. There was no demoralization of 
prices, the minds of speculators having ap- 
parently been prepared for such an outcome 
of the agitation, and short coverings caused 
a pretty general improvement in prices at the 
close. The street paid little or no attention 
to the gold-shipping outlook or the foreign 
exchange market. The latter was unsteady 
at rather lower rates, and the only gold ex- 
ported this’ week is $1,200,000 by European 
steamers. The gold stocks have been ne- 
giected at slight recoveries. It. it asserted 
that the Western Union div:dend rate will be 
unchanged, and that the internal differences, 
if any existed, in the management of the gold 

companies, have been healed.’

INTERESTING LECTURE BEFORE 
THE ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 


Souvenir Book of Pasadena Will 
Soon Be Published — Carriage 
Parties for the Yosemite—Father 
Yorke’s Lecture—News Notes and 
Personals. 


PASADENA, May 21.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The series of lectures 
given at the fortnightly meetings of the 
Academy of Sciences has become de- 
servedly popular. A good audience 
gathered this evening to hear Maj. H. 
N. Rust’s reminiscences of a trip which 
he made to Mexico eighteen years ago. 
The lecturé was an unusually interest- 
ing one and was: illustrated by stere- 
opticon views, arranged by Dr. G. §S. 
Hull. 

Maj. Rust’s observations in Mexico 
‘were made from the standpoint of the 
archaeologist... He described the relics 
of the Aztec civilization, particularly 
the ancient pottery and idols that have 
been found in excavations. Some excel- 
lent views of the City of Mexico were 
thrown on the screen. Views were also 
given of the sacrificial stones, upon 
which human victims were offered up 
by the Aztec priests, and of the stone 
monuments which give evidence of the 
considerabie degree of astronomical 
knowledge which was possessed by the 
Aztecs. 

Among the stereopticon slides was 
an excellent likeness of President Diaz, 
who extended many courtesies to Maj. 
Rust during the latter’s stay in Mexico.

SANTA MONICA. 


Citizens Protest Against Council's 
Proposed Sewer Work. 

SANTA MONICA, May 21.—[{Spe- 
cial Correspondence.] A large and en- 
thusiastic mass convention of the citl- 
zens of Santa Monica was held Thurs- 
day evening to protest against the 
building of main sewers under the 
Vrooman Act. Addresses were made 
by Judge Morgan, T. A. Lewis, W. H. 


Mr. Archer, Mrs. Cary and others, 
after which a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Clark, Claudius and Williams 
was appointed and authorized to em- 
ploy legal talent to protect the town 
from the proposed action of the City 
Council, and the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, the citizens of Santa Mon- 
ica voted $40,000 bonds to build a sys- 
tem of main sewers for the town; and, 
whereas, it appears from the action of 
the present Council that they intend 
to violate the expressed will of more 
than two-thirds of the voters of Sdnta 
Monica by building said sewer under 
the Vrooman Act, contrary to the in- 
structions of said bond election; there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, that we, the citizens of 
Santa Monica, in mass convention as- 
sembled,“condemn the Council for its 
traitorous action to the best interest 
of the town, both in this and other in- 
stances, and we pledge dgurseives to re- 
sist said work being done other than 
by creating a sewer system of the 
whole corporation, and an issue of

FIRE PROTECTION. 

‘The Santa Fé shops are worth $25,000 
per month to the city, and they have 
been without fire protection, as the 
city water mains do not reach them, 
but this is to be remedied. When Man- 
ager Neyin made his last visit, he 
quietly hinted that the retention of the 
shops would need some such outlay on 
the part of the city, and the result has 
been an order for extending the water 
main 2000 feet along Mt. Vernon ave- 
nue, and putting in street hydrants 
and allowing the company to connect 
a fire system to cover the whole yard. 
A special meeting of the Trustees was 
held Thursday evening, at which speci- 
fications were adopted, and bids ordered 
for the completion of the work as 
soon as possible. 

PROTECT THE ARCHIVES. 

Although the city purchased a lot on 
which to bulld afi elegant City Hall, the 
financial pressure has been too great 
for the outlay, and the lot is used for 
storage of city water carts and other 
belongings, while the best available 
auarters are rented in which to con- 
duct the city business. At the present 
auarters there is no protection from 
fire for the city records. But a move 
will be made June 1 to the bank build- 
ing belonging to the assets of the de- 
funct First National Bank, where there 
is a large vault, an inside safe, etc., 
which will be just what the city reeds. 
These quarters can only be rented 
from month to month until the property 
is sold, but the chances are excellent 
for a permanent location as long as 
the city needs the place. 

FILING IMPORTANT DEEDS. 

Preparations for commencing work 
on the Lytle Creek electric plant were 
made Thursday by the filing of deeds 
from J. C. Christy and H. E. Harris 
to W. A. Campbell for the sum of 
$2000 for théir claims on Lytle Creek, 
consisting of the old Cox Van 
Loan'’s placer mining clai f 38.27 
acres, located in sections 15 and 22 of 
township 2 north, range 6 west, and 
the ditch extending from the southerly 
bank of the north fork of the creek 
to eaid claim, and the 1000 inches 
of water it carries. The next deed

electric syndicate, of all his rights on 
the creek. This secures all the title 
to the property in the company, which 
expects to begin development and have 
the plant running by next spring.

This includes all 
the unsold lots, college building, and 
campus, and is preliminary to the 
transfer of the property to the city fo 
Ontario in case the citizens wish to ac- 
cept the offer and establish a High 
School.

REPORTS ABOUT RED SCALE 
GREATLY EXAGGERATED. 


Southern Pacific Getting Rendy to 
Run Trains Into Riversidc—How 
Populist Economy Works — A 
Newspaper Combine, 


RIVERSIDE, May 21.—[Regcular Cor- 
respondence.] The San Bernardino Sun 
recently published the statement that 
3000 acres in Riverside county were 
badly infested with red scale. This re- 
port has been widely circulated on this 
Coast and is finding its way into agri- 
cultural papers in the East. G. W. 
Van Kirk, one of the Horticultural 
Commissioners of the county, says: 

“Such-an inaccurate publication of 
facts is not only damaging to River- 
side, but an injustice to the citrus-fruit 
growers of the whole country. The 
plain, unvarnished facts are that no 
such condition exists, and the report is 
an absolute and totally unwarranted 
falsehood. We have no desire to sup- 
press any true facts, as we admit that 
we have red scale, and have employed a 
large corps of inspectors in ferreting it 
out, yet these men in a whole year only 
discovered 4528 infested trees, which if 
aggregated would not amoupt to more 
than forty acres, all of which have 
been treated, and these trees were so 
slightly infested that we believe that 
more scale can he found on one acre in 
some of the adjacent counties than in 
our whole county.” 

RAILROAD RUMORS. 

It is reported today (Friday) that the 
Southern Pacific has taken steps to be- 
gin condemnation proceedings for a 
right-of-way back of First street. By 
the terms of the franchise of the com- 
pany, it cannot run a regular engine 
into town until the track on First street 
has been taken up. Negotiations fdr 
right-of-way have been progressing for 
some time, but the company has decided 
to throw the matter into the courts, un- 
less some agreement is reached at once. 
This move is looked upon as indicating 
a purpose to begin running regular 
trains to Riverside, and to put up a 
passenger depot on Seventh and Market 
streets. There are rumors about speedy 
connections for the line for Corona and 
the talk of a lease of the Santa Fé 
track to Orange is revived.

Olive Worms Have Done No 
_ terial Damage.

They Pack the Meeting, Elect Their 
Chairman and Capture the Px- 
ecutive Committee — Bat How 
About Appropriations? 


The meeting held last night in Jus- 
tice Morrison's court, Which was an- 
nounced to be for the purpose of se- 
lecting an Executive Committee to su- 


perintend the coming Fourth of July! 


festivities, was a short one. But short 
as it was, the silver faction, who 
made no pretense of hiding the {fact 
that they had the whole proceeding 
cut and dried, accomplished their pur- 
pose. 

The courtroom was packed at § 
o'clock, and the silverites were greatly 
wn the majority. The Republicans pres- 
ent freely accused the silverites, of 
whbdm such men as H. P. Andrews, W. 
R. Bird, Telfair Creighton. and Coun- 
cilman Hutchison were obviously the 
leaders, of packing the house, and the 
circumstance of the presence of nearly 
the entire Silver Club of this city, 
seemed to carry out this assertion. 
When Charlies Fleming moved the nom- 


ination of G. M. Giffen as chairman 
of the meeting, although he was 
quick’v seconded, it was very evident 
that Giffen had no show. W. R. Bird 
moved the nomination of H. P. Ander- 
son. Mr. Bird, as spokesman for the 
Silverites, suavely explained that the 
office of chairman was only a tem- 
porary one anyway, as the Executive 
Committee when appointed: would se- 
lect their own chairman from their 
number. With this understanding the 
election was made unanimous, desnplie 
W. persistent and loud- 
voiced “nay.”’ And heodwink No. 1 
Was quietly recorded by Bird.

Pessell was then electeu temporary sec- 
retary. and Harry Siegle temporary 
treasurer. 

When a motion was made by Telfair 


of three each, making an Executive 
Committee of twenty-seven, Mr. Seigler 


objected. He stated that his experience’) 


on the two previous committees was 
that the larger the Executive Com- 
mittee the poore was the work done. 
As it was found necessary last vear 
to reduce the number from eitghteéen 
to twelve, he thought that ten ego 
men should suffice for this vagr. ac 
they had the power to apnroint. their 
own sub-committees. and the resnonci- 
bjlitv could then be nlaced.

and moved that immediate nominations | 
be in order. But the silver faction 
took the cue thrown out by James, 
and R. W. Dromgold seconded his mo- 
tion, adding that fully a week's time 
would be required in the selection of 
men to fill out the committee, as 
many of those who should be nomi- 
nated were not present, and if elected 
might refuse to act. After consider- 
able squabbling, it became very evi- 
dent that it was useless for the minor- 
ity to further insist, and with trium- 
phant voices the motion was carried, 


after which the meeting adjourned sine 
die, 


The silverites fairly hugged one an- 
other as they rejoiced over their 
triumph, but it seems the end ie not 
yet. “Oh, that’s all right,” laughingly 
remarked a Republican present. ‘They 
succeeded in getting a silverite chair- 
man with the power to appoint nine 
more silverites, which, with the secre- 
tary, will make eleven of the twelve 
members of the Executive Committee 
Bryan men. They think they are g£0- 
ing to make aBryan demonstration out 
of our regular Fourth of July festivi- 
ties, but they are way off. We still 
have a little joker. They will have to 
introduce appropriation bills, won't 
they? And the Council its Republican, 
isn't it? «Well!” 


DESERT MINING CAMP. 
Promising Conditions Found at 
Twenty-nine Palms. 
Twenty-nine Palms is one of the new 
mining camps of the Colorado desert 
and is attracting some attention. The 
surface indications in the mountains 
are promising, and there is plenty of 
Water atthe camp forall purposes. The 
first Work in the district was done last 
December, and since that time the 
number of prospectors and miners has 
increased from two to forty. The des- 
ert Company has a twelve-ton stamp 
mill working and other machinery has 

been contracted for. 

The Caro Company owns about forty 
claims, and has done considerable de- 
Velopinent Work during the past six 
months. 

On one claim a shaft of 28 feet has 
been put down, a tunnel of 66 feet 
driven and a drift of 44 feet made on 
the Same vein. In another a drift of 
10> feet has been made. On another a 
shaft of 74 feet has been sunk, and a 
drift of 106 feet has been run from 
the bottom of the shaft. On another 
claim a shaft 74 feet deep has been put 
down, and 200 feet further east on the 


Same ledge a shaft‘about 20 feet has. 


been sunk on the hanging-wall of the 
ledge, and a drift of 13 feet to the foot- 
wall Was made from the bottom of 
this shaft. On another claim a shaft 


| has been sunk 60 feet and at the 50-foot 


level a drift in on the ledge both north 
and south from the ledge. All. shafts 
are made 6x8 feet and all tunnels are 
driven 5.feet by 6 feet 6 inches. 

It has béen found that the so-called 
Sand dunes, or hills, are storehouses 
for wood.
